Reminds my of my Yaesu G800DSX rotor/controller. Great rotor when it works. 


It's got a few "smart" features which earlier (e.g. HAM-M) rotors didn't 
have. But some years back my controller took a spike or cosmic ray and died. 


Your photo looks exactly like the guts to my rotor controller...only bigger. 


I determined it was the controller in the shack, not the motor on the tower. 
Good! Well how complicated a rotor controller be, right? It was similar to 
the mishmash you showed in your photo. Inspection of schematic, etc., left 
me confused...I had to cut all the leads (and label them of course) just to 
get into the damn thing. After some hours of random peek, poke, and head 
scratching I put the whole pile or parts into a bag, wrapped it carefully, 
wrote a letter, and sent it off to Yaesu. A few weeks later, they sent it 
back (repaired...but not replaced...I was hoping for the latter!) and only 
charged me about 1/4 the cost of the controller (which I actually thought 
was reasonable). It is still working fine, and I am more careful to 
disconnect AC power and control lines (both now protected by gas surge 
Suppressors) during lightning events. 


It was an interesting exercise: 

The factory depot will repair almost anything...for a price; 

Fixing something in the shack is better than fixing something on the tower; 
A lot of the modern gear is beyond repair & comprehension of the unitiated; 
The engineers who designed the new stuff could give a rat's ass about 
serviceability; 

Tube gear has nothing to do with rotors; 

Tube gear was designed in a kinder/gentler era.

R71 receiver (circa 1986) and manual for free. When I 
tested it , it was blowing the line fuse. Trying to

sectionalize the short was to no avail so I replaced 
the 2 amp fuse with a 2 amp circuit breaker in order 
to intentionally create smoke. Success - the short 
was somewhere in the front panel assembly. Then the 
receiver sat on the bench waiting for one of those 
"get ‘round to it" days. That happened today. 


Thinking it would be easy to spot a charred component, 
I dove into the front panel assembly where I was 
greeted with no less than five circuit boards, all 
different mountings and complexities. It is impossible 
to troubleshoot the front panel assembly without 
detaching it from the remainder of the radio which has 
several more circuit boards and a power supply. 


This is beyond an engineering nightmare!! Although 

the ICOM engineers created a compact design, they made 
the radio impossible to service without either having 
test jigs, spare modules or factory expertise. This 
photo shows the front panel detached from the rest of 
the radio.

To add insult to injury, most of the connectors are 
not labeled, obviously a cost saving for the factory 
but a headache to anyone who disassembles the set. As 
for complexity, the schematic for the radio is printed 
on both sides of an 11" x 30" piece of paper with 
symbols so small that a magnifying glass is required. 


Needless to say the complexity overwhelmed me so I 
gave the radio a decent burial. Funny how one can 
still get a UV201 tube for a 1920's era radio but 
heaven help you if your old sandstate equipment 
develops a problem. Give me a tube radio any day. :-)

"flexible" PC board runs! Last piece of ICOM gear I was in was the R-1? 

The ultra small DC to Daylight scanner AM/FM/CW receiver. It was ALL SMD 
devices and was a real bear to do anything with! 


The older "hollow state" stuff with "late deForest audions" was by far the 
easiest to work on. Things like 813's, 6146's 4CX250B's, 4-400A's etc. etc. 
Some of the earlier descrete component sand state not all that bad at all, 
but all the stuff with "Propreitary IC's" was a super pain in the ass. 


Rockwell Collins made a receiver...the 651S-1? or whatever. It used seven 
segment blue florescent readout tubes and the flatpack Mil-Spec type IC's in 
it. EVERYTHING was "special-order it from Collins- proprietary- stuff" 
NOTHING off the shelf from your favorite distributor or Allied or Newark! A 
true nightmare. 


Glad I am out of the business now as almost everything is "SMD" now, and in 
my eyes, like working on a 27+ jewel precision wristwatch! Waaaaaay too 
damned small for these old eyes! The Elecraft K1 I built was "duck soup" 
compared to the SMD stuff, and I had to read the microprinting off all the 
components with a mignifier! 


I don't think much of the stuff out there now is easily "field repairable" 
nowadays.

A lot of modern solid-state stuff is indeed designed for obsolescence. 


However, what is absolutely amazing is how low the capital of doing 
modern sand-state design is. Cheap software can do schematic capture, 
circuit simulation, and PC board layout. Having a custom-made PC board 
made is dirt cheap, you can get a one-off two-layer board for about 
$100. Given the number of chips that are surface-mount only, the 
availability of cheap PC boards helps a lot. 


If you design and build something, you just have to lay in spare parts 
NOW, because sure as the dickens many will be unavailable 5 years from 
now. Not just due to cussedness on the part of the chip makers. It's 
just plain expensive to keep an IC fab running to make "obsolete" chips 
only required for spares. 


Unlike some industries, the chip makers ARE very honorable about giving 
you a "last chance" to order chips before they shut down a production 
line. Would that film manufacturers (Kodak, Polaroid) did that.
